Javier Pfirez de Cuellar wel- 
i;omed the Soviet Union's efforts 
to prevent nuclear war and over- 
come the dangerous tension in 
tho world. Ho spoke In favour of

bonal security in keeping with 
the alms and principles of the 
UN Charier. 

Konsrantln Chernenko and

The waters of capricious Ko- 
lyma, e river In Eastern Siberia, 
have turned the turbines of a 
new unit at the Kolyma hydro- 
electric station— the biggest In 
the Sovlel Extreme North. The 
construction ol the [list section 
of the power scheme has been 
' completed ahead of schedule. 

T The Magadan Region in Eastern 
Siberia, despite its vast ex- 
panses, and low density of in- 
dustrial and agricultural pro- 
' dudes, has long ago become ful- 
' iy electrified. Nevertheless, 1 the 
* region Is short or electric 
' energy; especially In' summer 
when ore-dressing mills and 
mines begin to run at full capa- 


city. Several thousand small ala 
tlons, Including diesel, whose a 
capacity below 100 kilowatts, 
opor.it a up to this day In vil- 
lages and settlements.

Soviet 
experience 
in transforming 
deserts

Deacrla and snoildefiftfla In 
Ihe USSR occupy almost 2.5 mil- 
lion square kilo moires. They 
are mainly found In tho plains 
ol Kazakhstan and Central Aslan 
republics, extending over this . 
region for 1,200 km to Ibn I 
SQiith-uorlh direction, and (or 
2,500 km In (lie west -cast direc- 
tion. 

Howuver, while gcngrnpblc 
iiiiipH continue lo show a cuiial- 
rtc raids pail ol tlie-ro arcus as 
deserts, they can no longer bo 
ruiuldcred os such, oven loss *u 
as barren lands In the cectn- 
economic respect. Rather to llu, 
runlraiy: Ilia fearsome, waterless 
siiiuls obsnrblng all living things 
only several decode* ago, Hiey 
now must ho exceeding many 
inosl fertile regions on this 
plunot In Ihe abundance ol t|in 
wealth I hut they give In people. 

It was exactly thanks In this 
nine that Ihe Soviet Union ties 
become the world's largest pro- 
ducer of col Ion (up tn U and 
more million tunurs unnu.illy|. 
There ton, all ||m raw silk nnrl 
all Ihit karakul urn pindnrrd 
and so is cnie-thlirl ,>f the n-i- 
Ilui 1 . 1 l onlpnl ol iiimIIiiii, over 2 ( 1 
per cenl ni vege table oil ami 
•ll nm. 1 * I ns miirl 1 wool, a lie 1111 * 11 - 
dous amount of fnilt and veget- 
ables. :i(i mil Mon heads o! live- 
stork are glazing (here, Includ- 
ing (he *1 il*i>|i ol thi- most valu- 
able breed— Ihe karakul. 

These "deserls" provide this 
country with over 1/3 ol Its 
natural gas, 1/2 ol Its sodium 
sulphate, and 1/3 ol Its phospho- 
rites. They nine there cool, 
table salt and potassium salt, 
barite and other valuable 
minerals. 

Desert la alive due to water, 
of course. Over the yean ol Ihe 
Soviet puwer (since 1917) In 
Central Asia alone 3J million 
hectares of desert land have been 
irrigated and water was supplied 
lo millions of hectares pf pas- 
ture land. The annual Increase 
In Ihe Irrigated land now ex- 
ceeds 150 thousand hectares 
there. More than hall a million 
hectares ol previously unused 
land have been given life by 
the 1,100 km canal dug through 
the Karnkum Desert 

Over Ihe past 15 yean Ihe 
population ol the formerly spar- 
sely populated areas baa grown 
by almost 1.5 times to exceed 40 
million now. 

The USSR shares with de- 
veloping countries Its experience 
ol improving desorl and semi- 
desert lands. Within Ibe frame- 
works ol bilateral agreements, 
the Desert Research Institute of 
the Academy of Science^ ol 
Turkmenistan . cooperates with 
desert experts from India, 
Afghanistan, Algeria, Libya, Tu- 
nisia, Mongolia and other coun- 
tries, holding annual Interna- 
tional courses (or UNEP (UN 
Environment Programme). Since

Shilov's paintings 
cannot leave you 
indifferent 

An exhibition of works by Ale- 
xander Shilov, the Soviet artist, 
Is being a great success In Por- 
tugal. About 90 paintings and 
drawings are on view. 

After being on display for a 
fortnight at Aeteneum Commer- 
cial, Portugal's most famous ex- 
hibition hall, they were moved 
to Ihe Axl Society Gallery In Lis- 
bon. This Is the first time In the 
ten yesrs that have passed fol- 
lowing the overthrow of the 
fascist regime In the country, 
that (he Portuguese people hava 
been given Ihe opportunity of 
seeing* works by a SovicL artist. 
Shilov's paintings cannot leave 
nno Indifferent. Many visitors to 
Hie exhibition, said one of them, 
leave It "enriched by this meet- 
ing at secondhand wllh the pro- 
foundly human Soviet people", 


It Is fairly difficult (o distinguish between the degree ol popular- 
ity enjoyed by these two actors. Alexander has played more than 
thirty parts In films and Js one of (be leading actors at the Lenin 
Komsomol Theatre In Moscowi while Irina, who bos not done a lot 
ol work in theatre, has appeared In ten films. 

And, yet, whereas Alexander was to win bis popularity gradually, 
Irlua at once gnlned Ihe love and recognition of spectators follow- 
ing her debut as Dasha In Ihe TV serial, "Road to Calvary”, based 
on Alexei Tolstoi's well-known novel o! the same name and direc- 
ted by Vasily Ordynsky. The soilness, poeticality, romanticism and 
Internal harmony which radiated from Alfyorova's Interpretation of 
the role, plus her remarkable femininity and beauty "doomed" her 
to popularity and success. 

All of her subsequent parts — ■ whether as Ihe charming Con- 
stance Bunaclenx In the television film, "D'Artagnan and Three 
Musketeers", or the beautiful Tsarina In the fairy tale, "The Autnmn 
Bells", or our contemporary Kira, a woman with e complicated dra- 
matic late, a maximalist In search of genuine love, in Ihe film, “An 
Uninvited Friend", were to be played under the Influence of Dosha 
which turned ont to be the touchstone role against which the actress 
was to measure all her later successes. Directors too have submitted 
to s certain stereotype-image la their "use” of Alfyorova In the ci- 
nemas a soil, feminine heroine — Ideal for fairy tales (see, for ex- 
ample, the Hungarian film, "Magician Lala" In which Irina plays 
Queen Iris] and for "love stories". And fill quite recently this typo 
of role fully satisfied the actress. As she herself once admitted, "I 
do not want to play negative characters. I have not played positive 
ones long enouglL" Only In recent Interviews has she expressed a 
fleeting but obvious desire to explore beyond this framework. 
A tint slep In Ibis direction will be the role of Olga Winter In 
"TASS Has Been Authorized to Declare", s television film based on 
the novel by Yulian Semyonov which Is now being shot by Vladi- 
mir Fokin. 

Right from the atari of his career Abdulov shunned being type- 
cast. In the theatre he was lucky. While still a student at the Mos- 
cow Institute ol Dramatic Art, he made his debut In the Lenkom- 
Bomol's production of "His Name Was Not Listed" based on Hie 
play by Boris Vasilyev. He went on to play Joaquin, the desperate 
hero in “A Star and Death of Joaquin Muriels”, a rock opera based 
on the verse of Pablo Neruda. And today, not yet thirty, lie plays 
the CoaiBe- Voiced Sailor In Vsevolod Vishnevsky's "An Optlmlsllc 
Tragedy". Tha theatre has given Abdulov tho possibility of realiz- 
ing — If not In lull at least partially — his dramatic, plastic, mid 
musical potential. His progress In the rtnoma was slower; here It 
was his expressive exterior and charm — both as an actor and 
bunion being — and his embodiment of Ihe contemporary romantic 
hern (hat told. Yet, alter Grinyov from Pushkin's "The Captain's 
Daughter", tho fairy-tale Prince from the “Scarlet Flower", Hie Bear 
from “The Usual Miracle", and other roles — of the romantic, ar- 
dent, pure, slightly infantile unable-lo-adapt-lo-llfe type, we see 
Abdulov in the role ol the elegant scientist-criminal In "Sicilian De- 
fence", and os Ihe eccentric opportunistic lover Id "The Youth Po- 
tion" based on Karel Capek's "The Mokropoulos Secret". He also 
plays other highly colourful characters. 

Despite the different emphasis In their careers, Abdulov and Alfyo- 
rova are united by their Indefatigability and quest; by their kind- 
ness which they both believe to be the main human qnallty. And 
finally by the love which, some ten years ago brought them toge- 
ther, becoming at the same time the main theme In their art. They 
are also lulled by the films In which they happen to play together 
(they want to be together everywhere, not only at home, but also 
In the theatre) — these are films about love, as is obvious from their 
titles, (or instance, "Don’t Part With Thoso You Love" (director Pa- 
vel Arsenov], and "Anticipation of Love” (director Tofik Shakhver- 
dlyev), and by their dedication to the lough profession they have 
chosen. It ti more than likely, that their daughter, Ksyusha, will 
also fallow In tbelr footsteps. Vera ZHBLTOVA
